A Letter from Henry Winston to His Wife 


My dearest Edna: 

This is the first day of August. The beginning of 
the end of Summer. I've spent now two months in 
the Federal jail. Even though we are not permitted 
to sit down for a chat, let this letter serve as such. It's 
good to see you in court this morning because youll 
probably have to return at 1 o'clock to see Larry and 
I will not be able to say hello this afternoon. 


‘Gil, Gus and I returned from court last “Friday around 
2 p.m. The heat was terrific in the patrol wagon. The tem- 
perature must have been beyond 95 degrees. And there was 
no let-up in the cell. The, 
cooling system provided no 
relief; it blew only hot air. 
We remained in the cell, 
for the roof was not opened 
until 6:15. We went u 
at that time and rema 
until recall at 7:50 p.m. 
Then back to the cell for 
count and locked doors. 
We tossed all night, being 
unable to sleep in that 
heat. 

It was no doubt very 
pleasant at that time on 
the roof, as it was from 
6:15 to 7:50 p.m., but bu- 
reaucratic prison routine is 
very rigid. . 

I hope you had a nice | 
visit to Albany. How was the meeting? Elizabeth told me 
that one of your s was recorded. They played it up 
in Buffalo and she thought it was excellent. Johnny Gates 
describes it as magnificent. I'm dying to hear it. [Edoa Win- 
ston’s speech will appear in the Worker Magazine this week.

The 12th convention of the United Auto Workers recently concluded in Milwau- 
kee. Throughout the convention and since, the Big Business press has kept up a steady 
chatter about the great victories:that Reuther won at the convention, and that. Reuther 


was now undisputed master of the >— 


1,000,000 UAW members. 

Reporting the convention from 
the angle ef playing up the: great 
prowess ol Reuther is obviously a 
method for distorting the meaning 
of the issues faced by the members 
of the UAW, and is designed to 
strengthen the prestige of the So- 
cial Democratic demagogic Reu- 
ther, whose st received heavy 
jolts in the past year as a result of 
the debacle of his heralded escala- 
tor clause plan, and the recent seil- 
out of the demands of the workers 
in the Ford and Bendix strikes. 

A sober and objective review of 
the convention will disclose the! 
tollowing main facts: 

l. This convention registered 
the fact that since the victory of 
Reuther at the previous conven- 
tion, a new lineup of forces. is 
emerging in the UAW. The old 
divisions based upon the Thomas- 
Addes-Leonard versus Reuther 
caucus is a thing of the past. 


For the first time since the de- 
mise of. the Addes-Leonard- 
Themas coalition in 1946-47, the 
beginnings of an anti-Reuther bloc 
emerged, inclusive of the Commu- 
nists, and broader than the pre 
convention Progressive Unity Cau- 
cus headed by Tracy Doll and Sam 
Sage.

THE SCANDALOUS behavior of Judge Medina in 
the trial of the Communist leaders has brought the en- 
tire case to a new turning-point.

The Singer Strike 

MEMBERS OF THE CIO UNITED ELECTRICAL 
WORKERS at the Singer Co. have been on strike for 138 
weeks. Their strike has become one of national import- 
ance for the 1949 wage and contract negotiations of all 
labor. The crucial issue of speedup in the Singer strike 
affects workers in steel, auto, mining, the electrical in- 
dustry—in all basic industries. 

This battle is a particularly important one since the 
defeat suffered by the Ford and Bendix workers when 
Walter Reuther sent the strikers at those two plants back 
to work without 9 single gain. 

A poll of the Singer strikers, in the 13th week of 
their strike, decisively defeated an independent union 
backed by the company and the press. An editorial in 
_the Newark Star Ledger revealed the employer's attempt 
to smash the strike and split the CIO. The editorial urged 
the CIO to bring in a rival union in an attempt to divide 
and weaken the strikers. :

So you lose your two big guys and lucky for Brooklyn a great 
kid like Newcombe comes of age and helps plug the mound deficit. 
Preacher Roe, with a week's rest, is as sure a thing as any mana 
would want.
